1 HIS School was inſtituted by ſeveral 
Proteſtant Diſſenting Miniſters, and others, 
of different denominations, in the year 1714, 
which was a period of ſignal deliverance from 
common danger. It was formed upon thoſe 
Chriſtian principles in which they all agreed; 
and is ſupported upon this liberal plan, without 
any reſpect to one denomination in preference 
to another. ; | 


6 At firſt only forty Boys were received; but 
4 the next year, Providence ſmiling on the bene- 
volent inſtitution, the number was increaſed to 
fifty ; and in the year 17$5, (in conſequence of 
the truly noble and public ſpirited generoſity of 
ſeveral ladies) ten Girls were added: which num- 
b ber was increaſed to 7wenty, in 1738; and in 
5 1793, to thirty. 


3 The Boys are annually cloathed and taught 
1 reading, writing, and arithmetic, to fit them 
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for civil life. The Girls likewiſe are annually | 
cloathed and taught reading, writing, and plain 
work, toqualify them for domeſtic employment; 
and all the children are conſtantly inſtructed in 
the principles of the Chriſtian religion, with a 

view to their ſpiritual and eternal welfare. 


The Boys, when diſmiſſed the ſchool, are put 
Apprentices to proper Maſters, to whom pre- 
miums are given; and the Girls placed in re- 
Fee Families. 6 


As the execution of ſo extenſive a plan muſt 
be attended with conſiderable expence, which is 
principally defrayed by voluntary contributions, | 
the charity is earneſtly recommended to the pa- 
tronage of the ſerious and benevolent, whoſe de- 
fire is to glorify God, advance the intereſt of 
piety, and promote the happineſs of the riling 
| generation. 


'To implant i in the minds of the Children a juſt 2 
abhorrence of the deſtructive principles of the 
Church of Rome, which are inimical to the civil 
and religious liberties of mankind, Fox's Mar- 4 
tyrology has been given to the ſchool, in which ; 
the Boys read N once a- week.
